Ottawa, Ont. June 4; (Special to 
the Recorder) A little known episode 
in Canadian history during the days 
of the construction of the C,P.R. was 
told by W. E. Round of Oalgary at a 
luncheon in that city recently. Hie 
tale had to do with the formation and 
eventual disintegration of a unique 
society known among the member® as 
the "Pathfinders” a society formed 
by an engineer and his party while 
m a survey through the Rockies. 

The society was formed one even- 
ng in July 1831. On the night in qua 
stion about twenty men gathered ab¬ 
out lake Wapta, the engineer, transit 
men, chain and rod men laborer® pack 
ers and cook. For weeks they had 
travelled, and after entering the moun 
tains had literally hacked their way* 
through the bush to their camp. From 
the time of leaving on the survey 
their only food had been boiled salt 
pork, bannock and tea lacking either 
milk or sugar. It was realised that

Certain chemicals arc selective in 
their action, that is, they will destroy 
certain weeds and not injure the 
g.a n crop. The chemical Mr. Smith 
is using for this purpose is sulphuric 
acid. The weeds which are being ex¬ 
perimented with are stinkweed wild 
mustard, pigweed and other broad 
leaved annuals.

Ottawa, June 4 (Special to tho Rec¬ 
order) That good ship the Sixteenth 
Parliament of Canada has gone down 
it Last and the 245 members of its 
crew are floundering in the seas of a 
general election campaign. How many

livion only election day Itself will telL

It was a case of 
any port in a storm and to some mem 
ber s the best chance of a life preser¬ 
ver seemed to lie in active attention 
to the business of organization in 
their own constituencies.

Food plays an Important part In the 
securing and maintaining of health. 
We are told that we sheuld eat to 
live not live to eat which is one way 
of saying that we should not eat to 
excess, it should be taken Into con- 
' sideratlon that the body demands a 
well-balanced diet which will include 
| inilk and milk products, fresh preen 
i vegetables and fruits. 

( I roper food and proper %11|<**teion 
are of an importance that cannot be 
overemhpasised. The stomach does 
its work day after day and does not 
very often fall to do so. It stands a 
fair amount of abuse without protest 
and as long as It works without 
attracting attention we do not give 
much thought to this Important organ 
Pain or discomfort in any part of 
the abdomen is apt to be blamed on 
the stomach, which is then said to be 
upset. Very often, the last th'ng eaten 
Is thought to have disagreed with the 
stomach. 

When there is discomfort or pain 
In the region of the stomach, there Is 
pometiling wrong, but It certainly 
does not mean that the stomach is 
necessariy responsible. Abnormal 
■*nd diseased conditions of the stomach 
do occcur, but most of the distress 
blamed on that organ is not caused 
primarily by the stomach. 

Worry, nervous strain and anxiety 
are real causes of pain occurring in 
the upper part of the abdomen. The 
business man who works under tens¬ 
ion, who hurries through his luneh, 
and who does not take time to relax, 
may expect to have an upset stomach. 

The onset of many of the acute dis¬ 
eases is accompanied by loss of ap¬ 
petite nausea and sometimes vomit¬ 
ing. In such cases. the stomach, as 
one organ of the body, is affected by 
a general disease of the whole body. 

Heart disease may mean that the 
| supply of blood to the stomach is not 
sufficient to allow the stomach to do 
its work properly. As a result, it is 
difficult for the organ to digest foods 
which require a considerable time for 
‘.hi process. Under such circumstances 
the use of foods which are difficult to 
digest may be followed by distress, 
but the heart, and not the stomach, is 
really to blame. 

When the stomach goes on the 
rampage, we should not think so much 
of the last thing eaten as being the 
cause, but rather consider this as a 
symptom of some condition which re¬ 
quires attention. 

The stomach should not be abused. 
It is not to be expected that foods 
and beverages can be used indiscrim¬ 
inately without causing trouble in the 
organ which is overburdened as a res 
iilt of such cArelessess.
